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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .31 2.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Robert Knechtel on Monday, May 23, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the specification at page 1 2, the paragraph beginning on line 5 has been rewritten as follows: 
--Figure 5 illustrates that divider panel 56 may also be molded or cut into the liner side walls 36, 
38 of truck bed liner 20. In this embodiment, divider panel 56 is formed into one wall, either 
liner side wall 36 or liner side 38, which permits divider panel 56 to pivot about living hinge 52 
on the [vertical] horizontal axis and then be secured into place by a divider lock means 58 found 
on the opposite liner side wall as illustrated in Figure 6. The disadvantage of this embodiment is 
that the side wall surface available to mold or cut a divider may nor be sufficient to completely 
bridge liner bottom 40 between liner side wall 36 and liner side wall 38 of truck bed liner 20. To 
address this problem, two divider panels, each of which is of a length equal to one-half the length 
of the liner may be used. In this manner, the two divider panels can join in the center of the bed 
to form a single divider panel. -

—24. (currently amended) The [liner] storage compartment of Claim 16 wherein the 
[enclosure] divider panel securing means comprises at least two [horizontal] protrusions 
extending outwardly from [the two] each side wall [walls] of the liner at a predetermined point in 
the side walls [,] such that the at least two [horizontal] protrusions [being spaced apart from one 
another a sufficient distance to form a closure channel and secure the enclosure panel between 
the horizontal protrusions] maintain the divider panel in a 90 degree angle with respect to the 
bottom when the divider panel is in a raised position, the at least two protrusions being spaced 
apart from one another along the longitudinal axis a sufficient distance that the divider panel can 
be positioned between the at least two protrusions . -- 

In claim 25, line 1, "liner" has been deleted and -storage compartment— inserted therefore. 

In claim 26, line 1, "liner" has been deleted and —storage compartment— inserted therefore. 

In claim 25, line 1, "15" has been deleted and -17- inserted therefore. 

In claim 28, line 3, -first- has been inserted before "living hinge". 

In claim 28, line 5, -second— has been inserted before "living hinge". 

In claim 28, line 6, "vertical" has been deleted and -horizontal— inserted therefore. 

In claim 30, line 1, "of the type" has been deleted. 

In claim 44, line 9, "horizontal" has been deleted and -longitudinal- inserted therefore.
